"From  Ja,nuary  1st,  1958,  a  death  in  a  chronic  Sick  or  Mental  Hospital  \i;ill 
be  assigned  to  the  area  of  occurence  only  if  the  deceased  has  been  there  for  six 
months  or  more.  If  the  deceased  had  been  there  less  than  six  months,  the  death 
will  be  transferred  to  the  area  of  \;sual  residence,  if  any.  The  modifications 
described  in  G.R,0,  Circular  (M.O.H,)  No,  2/1954  c.re  superseded  and  all  hospitals 
for  the  cl'ironic  sici:  will  be  treated  ailike  for  transfer  purposes" 
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Avonsido  G'Sneral  Hospital  in  the  Borough  of  Evesham  has  a  large  chronic 
sick  unit.  This  unit  takes  in  a  considerable  number  of  Chronic  Sick  patients 
from  outsix-le  the  Borough.  Deaths  among  these  patients  resident  six  months  or 
more  in  tlx-  hospital  were  assigned  to  the  Borough  for  statistical  purposes, 
thus  increasing  the  total  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  Borough  v/ith  a 
corresponding  increase  in  the  death  rate, 

A  number  of  chronic  Sick  patients  from,  the  pershore  Rura.l  District  are 
admitted  to  Avonside  General  Hospital,  Evesham.,  The  deaths  of  those  re¬ 
sident  therdfor  longer  tha.n  six  m.ontli3  were  assigned  to  the  Evesham.  Borough, 
The  loxijered  death  rate  of  pershore  Rural  District  which  is  two  per  thousand 
less  than  the  ra.te  last  year,  which  vjas  equal  to  that  for  England  &  Wales  for 
1956,  may,  in  part,  bo  attributed  to  this  factor.

This  scheme  comprises  the  Tox-m  of  Pershore,  the  Kamlet  of  Pensham  amd 
the  Parishes  of  Flnvin,  ¥yre  and  Wick. 

In  Rcveiriber,  1958  the  Council  accepted  the  Programme  of  their  Gonsi-ilting 
Engineers,  namely,  that  the  schem.e  would  be  ready  for  submission  to  the 
Ministry  by  July,  1959*  Tenders  to  be  invited  in  December,  1959  and  a  start 
on  the  scheme  made  in  P!arch/April  I960.  The  Gontra.ct  will  take  about  ^  years 
to  complete. 

Cropthome  Sewerare  &  Sewa.ge  Disposal  Scheme. 

.Stage  II  providing  sex-rerage  to  the  village  x^ras  commenced  in  January 
1958  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  29  properties  had  been  connected  to  the 
public  sexrer. 

The  completion  of  this  scheme  vrill  clear  up  many  outstanding  nxiisances 
as  xrill  also  be  the  case  when  the  other  scheme  xirhich  are  in  liand  are 
completed ,

The  llinistry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govemem.t’n  lias  approved  the  acceptance 
of  a  tender  for  the  village  (population  504). 
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Refuse  Collection  and  lUsposal. 


Refuse  Collection  and  disposal  was  carried  out  throughout  the  district  under 
the  direction  of  the  Public  Health  Depsirtment . 

Fortnightly  collections  are  given  throughout  the  country  districts  and 
weekly  in  the  tox-m  of  Pershore. 

Contracts  for  refuse  collection  have  also  been  undertaken  with  the  Norton 
Barracks  and  R.R.S.  Pershore. 

Three  refu.se  vehicles  were  in  use  during  the  year. 

Paper  continued  to  be  salvaged  during  the  year,  the  revenue  amounting  to 
£812  compared  xjith  £796  during  1957.  Scrap  metal  and  other  materials  are  also 
recovered , 


There  is  a  pressing  need  for  a  further  tipping  area  on  which  controlled 
tipping  C;an  be  xmdertaken.

The  Council  com.pleted  the  1000th  post  war  house  during  1958.  The  number  of 
applicants  for  Council  Houses  have  been  considerably  reduced,  the  figure  of  329 
including  a  large  percentage  xjho  are  already  tenants  of  houses  but  wish  to  have  a 
Council  House  in  order  to  obtain  better  amenities  or  to  leave  tied  houses. 


During  the  year  85  Sbom  Clearance  cases  were  rehoused  making  a  total  of  122 
since  the  Sl-um  Clearance  Programme  was  started. 

The  Council  are  pressing  on  with  Slum  Clearaaice  and  hope  to  complete  the  same 
within  a  reasonable  time.
